Tuner Mansory gives the Spider 
a Monaco-flavoured facelift! 


• There’s no doubting that the 
original £199k Ferrari F458 Spider 
leaves the Maranello factory 
equipped with looks, driving 
experience and excitement 
worth doing time for. And with 
562 braked horsepowers, the 
standard 458 can get to 62mph in 
3.4 seconds and weighs 1,430kg, 
thanks to its all-alloy construction. 
But the man at Mansory wasn’t 
particularly impressed with it. 

So he changes some bits. And 
called the results of his handiwork 
the Monaco Edition. 


• First it was the Ferrari’s face. A restyled 
nose cone mimicking the Enzo was woven 
from carbon fibre and fitted up. A bonnet 
was then built to match the swooping 
lines of said nose. Next to its LED eyes - 
Mansory has whisked up a pair of vented 
carbon-fibre sideburns, which match the 
bare carbon bumper gills and winglets. 

• Then on to the Spider’s backside. Gone 
are the perforated grilles either side 

of the rear lights, replaced with combed 
lines by Mr Mansory (which look just 
a teeny bit like 458’s arch enemy - the 
McLaren MP4-12C). A new rear diffuser 
now hosts two jumbo oblong exhausts

instead of the original triple circles. As 
you’d expect, it’s also had a visit from 
the carbon-fibre fairy. 

• If the Spider looks lower than normal, 
that’s because you’ll have noticed its 
20mm suspension drop thanks to some 
revised shock absorbers. The wheels 
are now forged things of beauty, 20in 
up front and 21in at the back. 

• For the interior, Mr Mansory has 
restitched the seats in a diamond 
pattern, but using red and white - to 
mirror the colours of the Monaco flag. 

• The Monaco Edition also ups the power 
and reduces the weight. This spider weighs 





60kg less than when it left Fe 
hands, and the 4,499cc V8 
has 20 more bhp, taking the 
big figure to 582bhp. That 
in turn has bumped the 
drop-top’s top speed 
beyond the magic 200mph 
mark (205mph) and taken 
0.2 seconds off the 
0-62mph, to 3.2 seconds. 
And the price if you want to 
own one of only three to be 
bolted together? Around 
£350k. Book now. Avoid 
disappointment.

No one can say 
we were the best team in the 
tournament yet we had a group 
determined to dig in and not 
be beaten. Yeah, it would be 
lovely to play fancy, free- 
flowing football and win every 


match 4^0 but sometimes you just have to do 
the dirty suff well. Don’t get me wrong, England 
have some incredibly talented-players but our 
mindset will be as important as anything else. 

Can Andy Carroll be the spearhead for 
this all-new England team? 

Naturally, everyone always wants to ask about 
Andy and all I can do is give out the same 
answer! He’s a terrific lad who’s had a pretty 
mad 18 months or so, and he’s received a lot of 
unfair criticism at times. But he’s never once 
stopped working hard for Liverpool. At the end 
of the season, we started to see what a fit and 
firing Andy Carroll can really do - he terrifies 
defenders when he puts himself about! His 
aggression and physicality would make him 
an asset for any team, including England. 

What is key to England doing well at the Euros? 

Starting well is essential. It’ll take a little bit 
of the pressure off and get the whole country 
behind us.

You sound very optimistic! 

You have to be optimistic. I’m not making any 
big statements but I know we’ll have a bunch of 




players and a coaching staff 
giving every single thing for 
the same cause. Hopefully, 
you’ll see an England team 
that’s organised, difficult 
to beat and playing a system 
which allows our world 
class players to shine.

H ello Merse and Kammy! 

What did you chaps make 
of the recent tabloid mickey¬ 
taking of Roy Hodgson? 

Merse: I think it was 
wrong. I played in the team 
when Graham Taylor got called “turnip- 
head” but that was after bad results. 
You’ve got to give the man a chance - 
he’s a respected man in football. 
Kammy: As a man who works for a 
certain tabloid newspaper on a weekly 
basis, I have no comment! 

Is Roy the man for the job? 

K: He’ll get them organised. If you look 
at what he’s done at West Brom, and 
what he did at Fulham, it was superb. 

He wasn’t given a proper chance at 
Liverpool. His teams are hard to beat - 
what’s wrong with that? 

M: I thought Harry Redknapp would 
get the job. I feel sorry for Roy, because 
if England draw their first game or lose 
by the odd goal then people will be like, 
“Harry would have done this or that.” 

What do you think of Poland and Ukraine 
as the host nations? 

K: Everyone should have a chance to 
host it, but I think it should just be one 
of the two. Scotland wouldn’t accept 
having to share it with Wales, for 
example. But we’ll have to wait and see. 
M: I’ve played in Poland and it’s very 


hostile. You worry about the violence, 
and I think there’ll be a lot of it. 

Are you sick of England failing to deliver 
on the big stage? 

M: Yeah, I always sit down with the best 
intentions of enjoying England games, 
then think, “Why did I watch that?” 

Who do you fancy for the Golden Boot? 

M: Gomez from Germany. I think 
Germany will go a long way and you 
have to be playing for a team that will 
go far within the tournament. It’s not 
like the World Cup where you get a “free 
game” where you might score four goals 
and make off with the crown. 

K: Dare I say Andy Carroll? He’s come 
into form. We’ve got pace on the wings, 
so let’s get the ball in the box. 

If you were both dramatically drafted 
into the England squad at the last minute 
what would you bring to the table? 

M: A good social! 

K: I’d entertain the lads with a rendition 
of Sing 4 England , out on 3 June. 

How can you prepare us for the inevitable 
disappointment that England will bring? 

K: Stay positive. Let’s not be negative - 
until it actually happens! Out in South 
Africa, England’s performances were as 
bad as anything I’ve ever seen - walking 
away from the match was like a wake. 


So in that sense, it can only get better. 

M: There’s no pressure on them this 
time. The pressure’s on the manager - 
the players will go out and play without 
fear and express themselves. 

What's your penalty shootout advice - 
smash it or place it? 

M: I’ve taken a penalty in the World Cup 
and it’s like nothing else in football. You 
get a penalty in a league match, someone 
gets brought down, a bit of an argument, 
ball on the spot, take the penalty. What 
does you in a shoot-out is the walk from 
the halfway line. You can’t practise it. 
You’re on your own. You can’t practise 
that walk. You get the last bloke passing 
you, telling you you’re going to miss - 
that walk is the problem. If you haven’t 
had a good game, that goal seems to get 
smaller. I can sit and watch a shoot-out 
and, virtually every time, tell you who’s 
going to score or miss, just from the way 
they walk up, and the look on their face. 

How far do you think Ireland will go? 

K: They’ll do fine. They fear nobody and 
everybody fears them, because they 
never know what they’re going to get. 

M: They always upset someone. They 
haven’t been lucky they were in a tough 
qualifying group and deserve to be there. 
I think they’ll get through their group. 

If you were told that England would win 
the Euros but only if you ran up and down 
Oxford Street naked, would you do it? 

K: Yes. Unequivocally. 

So can we have it on record that if England 
win the Euros, you'll do a streak? 

K: No! I didn’t say I would, but I’d do it if 
it meant we’d win. 

Which nation would you actually like to 
see do quite badly? 

M: Well, if Spain do badly we’ve got a 
chance. But I’m going to go for France. 

K: And if Germany do badly, we’ve got an 
even better chance. 

Which Premier League players do you 
think will shine at the Euros? 

M: I think Steven Gerrard will have 
a big tournament. And players like 
Hatem Ben Arfa could do well.
